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EARLY BREEDING PAYS 


For economical beef produc- 
tion on the range, start calves 
early and keep them coming 
Tests at the Range Experimertal 
Station, Manyberries, have shown 
that there is no need to wait un- 
til after July 1 to start breeding 
or to prolong the breeding period 
for more than six weeks. 

H. i*. Peters, Superintendent 
at Manyberries, reports that wea- 
ther records at the Station show 
severe April storms occurr:ng 
only in four years of the past 24. 
With one exception these storms 
occurred not later than April 10 
See that the calves are stronc at 
birth and provide some she'ter 
in the calving field, Mr. Peters 
advises. If this is done there will 
be very few losses in April 

Studies of calf growth on the 
range at Manyberries show quite 
a difference in mid-summer and 
mid-September gains. In mid-su- 
mmer calves.are gaining around 
2'2 lbs. a day. After mid-Septem- 
ber the daily gain drops to 
than 1'4 pounds. By this 
the grasses have cured and the 
milk supply is reduced.
